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Selectmen Monday gave the town 
manager and the DPW director the power 
to talk with the Town of North Reading to 
define conditions which would have to be 
met if Andover is to sell water to North 
Reading on a long-term basis. 

The requirements which the Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark recommends 
that the selectmen insist upon are as 
follows: 


e North Reading must pay the cost of link- 
ing the two systems. 

@ North Reading must purchase a 
guaranteed minimum amount of water 
daily so the Andover filtration plant can be 
run efficiently. 

® North Reading will improve its system 
to minimize the adverse affects that the 
tie-in will have on Andover. These include 
improved transmission and storage 
facilities. 

e Supplying water to North Reading shall 
not adversely affect Andover’s ability to 
secure a triple ‘‘A’’ bond rating or its 
ability to draw water from the Merrimack 
River. 

© Negotiations need not be reopened dur- 
ing the course of the agreement. 

® The agreement need not be extended or 
renewed. 

e@ North Reading will pay a rate study 
which will include watershed acquisition 
and protection, existing storage capacity 
in the Andover system and existing 
facilities already amortized. 


A question has been placed on the ballot 
of North Reading’s special town meeting 
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Aug. 22, asking if they want to negotiate 
with Andover for a long-term water con- 
tract. 

Selectman Susan T. Poore urged caution 
in proceeding with negotiations. 


“‘Once you open that valve, you’re going 
to open it forever,’’ she said. ‘‘I don’t want 
to be in the position of being a community 
being willing to help our neighbors and 
have it backfire in our faces.”’ 

Selectman James Abramson said there 
should be no cost to Andover for providing 
water to North Reading. ‘‘I want to help 
them as long as there is no addition to the 
town’s costs, and all prerequisites must be 
met.” 


The term of the potential contract would 
probably be 20 years, DPW director 
Robert McQuade said. Selectman Chair- 
man Edward M. Harris said he wanted it 
clear that contract negotiations are not 
being entered. ‘‘These are just talks,’’ he 
said, about the possibility of entering a 
contract. 


McQuade said that no other Andover 
neighbors would need water from here, 
with the possible exception of North An- 
dover in an emergency. 

Poore warned that North Reading might 
begin to smart because they will have to 
pay all the costs of linking in to the An- 
dover system. 

‘We don’t like OPEC any more than 
North Reading might begin liking us,’’ she 
said.”’

American fashion or rather the lack of 
American fashion. Here, they said, the 
dressing is strange. Bright colors, shorts 
and bare feet were the reasons they gave 
for that assesment.

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Town On Offense, 


The board of selectmen Monday night 
authorized town staff to enter into two 
cases of litigation. 


In one case, the town seeks a court order 
to have a burned-out building either 
repaired or torn down and in the other, the 
town will defend against an appeal to over- 
turn a board of health ruling on two lots in 
a subdivision. 

The first involves a building owned by 
Michael Foresta at 13 Oak St. Building in- 
spector William Meins called the struc- 
ture ‘‘a pile of rubble and an unsafe 
masonary chimney about to fall on 
somebody’s head.”’ 

Foresta has been told twice he is in 
violation of state building codes, accor- 
ding to Meins, and nothing has been done 
to remove the building or make it safe. 

Meins said he would swear out a com-,

plaint and expect a court order to be 
issued immediately, possibly with a fine 
added. 

Roy Farr is appealing a decision of the 
board of health, which denied him plan- 
ning board approval of definitive plans for 
two homes he wanted to build. In both 
cases, the leaching fields for the septic 
systems were too close to underground 
storm water drains. 

Leaching fields must be at least 75 feet 
underground storm drains to prevent 
effluent from septic tanks from spreading 
throughout the storm drain system. Farr, 
Kear said, wanted to place one leaching 
field 35 feet and one 50 feet from an un- 
derground drain. , 

One of the proposed building sites is on 
Pennobscott Way and the other is on 
¥arrwood Drive. The appeal will be heard 
in superior court.

Arcidy said he had met with Bancroft 
Principal Jack Coyle to discuss alter- 
natives for transporting those youngsters 
to other schools, and that basically they’d 
talked about bringing youngsters into Ban- 
croft as usual and then busing both 
walkers and riders elsewhere by grade. 


Since the Bancroft ‘‘fleet’”’ is already 
down from four buses to three by virtue of 
the plan for heavier loads, another four 
buses would have to be brought in when 
their regular routes were completed, for a 
total of seven ‘‘shuttles.”’ 

Since the whole morning trip will be 


prolonged for Bancroft youngsters, Arcity 
said they would likely start Bancroft buses 
at 7:45 a.m., whereas the earliest elemen- 
tary bus now starts at 7:55. He said the 
pupils would be getting home from school 
somewhat later in the afternoon, after be- 
ing dropped back at Bancroft. 

But, he said, he didn’t see how that 
situation could be avoided. 

He added that it didn’t really matter to 
which schools the Bancroft pupils would 
be assigned, from a transportation stand- 
point. Once they’re on the bus, he said, 
there’s not that much difference in time 
from one to another.

properties including: Holt Hill, Wood Hill, 
Bancroft Reservoir, Bancroft Pumping 
Station, Haggetts Pond and the water 
filtration plant, Dale waste water pum- 
ping station, Bridle Path pumping station, 
and Riverina Road sewage pumping sta- 
tion. At no time would public access be 
permitted. 

Clark further recommended closing 
Pomps Pond and Central Park at 11 p.m., 
year round. The manager said he had con- 
tacted school Supt. Kenneth Seifert to en- 
courage similar restrictions on school 
property. 

Selectmen Susan T. Poore and Norma 
Gammon raised objections to posting 
Haggetts Pond off limits at all times, 
because it is widely used as a recreation 
spot by non-vandals. 

Poore said she favored clearly defining 
areas to be restricted, and giving police 
“discretionary powers’’ to enforce the 
restrictions. She said a citizen should be 
allowed to walk across Central Park on his 
way home without fear of being arrested 
for trespass. But police should have the 
power to arrest loiterers or tell them to 
move on, she said. 

Selectman Chairman Edward M. Harris 
said he had received a ‘‘considerable 
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Lawrence Pet Center 


number of complaints’’ about misuse of 
Bancroft and Holt Hill reservoirs. He said 
he favored ‘‘putting off limits at all times 
access to the water system.”’ 

Selectman James Abramson said he 
wondered if the board was addressing the 
symptoms and not the disease. He called 
for a policy to prevent groups of young 
persons from going from place to place as 
they are rousted by police. 

‘“‘There’s got to be some mechanism to 
make it painful to both the kids and their 
parents,” Abramson said. He suggested 
keeping a youthful trespasser in jail until a 
parent came to have him released. 

“Some parents may say, ‘Keep them 
there,’ ’’ answered Clark. 

Abramson also recommended enforcing 
more stringently those laws already on the 
books which deal with loitering and van- 
dalism.

A Year In Six Weeks 


Summer Session Is No 


By Tim Greene 


Without caps and without gowns, 
Phillips Academy summer students 
graduated yesterday...and were told not to 
come back. 

‘‘When they tell me they want to come 
back next summer,’ Director James 
Bunnell said, ‘‘I tell them, ‘Don’t. You’re 
young. You need different experiences.” 

Running under the name of Andover 


Summer Session, the school taught the six- ~ 


week program for 834 students from 41 
states, 23 foreign countries and Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

Each student had to take two courses, a 


major and a minor, which ‘‘accomplished #@ 


in six weeks what is supposed to be a 
year’s worth of effort,’ according to 
Bunnell. 

To meet this standard, major classes 
met for two hours, six mornings a week, 
and minors for an hour and 12 minutes, 


five mornings a week. No minors were } 


taught on Wednesdays to allow students to 
visit New England colleges and be inter- 
viewed at admissions offices. Harvard 
University and Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology were the most popular. 

A few of the major courses, including in- 
tensive beginning chemistry, calculus, ad- 
vanced experimental chemistry and play 
production workshop, lasted three hours a 


day, and no minor was required of "@ 


students taking them. These courses were 
considered too difficult to be taught in just 
two hours a day. 

Other courses offered included chamber 
orchestra class which allowed each stu- 
dent private lessons and lessons in small 
groups as well as to play and practice ina 
large group. Students could also take the 
course aS a minor, joining practice 
sessions for an hour on minor days. 

‘By joining singly, they swelled the 
ranks of the chamber music orchestra so 
they could play symphonic music,”’ said 
Bunnell. A similar arrangement was used 
for the chorus. 

Courses not offered at all at many 
schools were offered at the summer ses- 
sion. Radio programming, computer 
programming and a film workshop were 
among these. This apparently is not the 
‘back to basics’’ program which many 
schools are following. 

‘‘There is a certain amount of talk about 
going back to basics,’’ Bunnell said. ‘‘In 
our summer course there may be that, but 
there seem to be more students getting 
serious about what they’re doing again.” 

And the students had better be. A stu- 
dent who fell behind in his work or who 
violated major rules lost privileges and if 
the problem persisted, was dismissed. 
And if a student was dismissed, none of 
the $1160 tuition, room and board was 
refunded. 

The daily schedule went like this: 
breakfast started at 7:20 a.m., major 
classes at 8. At 10:30, after class, a half- 
hour school meeting, with refreshments

who would not otherwise have been able to 
afford the summer session, Bunnell said. 

A special program, Minority Student 
Math-Science, known as MS Squared, was 
in its third year at P.A. this summer. The 
program seeks out inner-city minority 
Students and gives them the science and 
math training which many of them lack. 

It is hoped, Bunnell said, that the 
program will help raise the percentage of 
minorities in top math and science jobs. 
He said that when the program began, 
fewer than a tenth of one percent of those 
jobs were held by minorities. MS Squared 
students attend the P.A. summer session 
three years running, whereas all other 
students are allowed to attend for one year 
only. 

Some problems arose during the six- 
week session, Bunnell said, consisting 
mainly of laziness, loneliness and mis- 
chief. 

Students whose homework seemed to 
lack effort ran into trouble and were 
assigned longer study hours. Tutoring was 
available for those who were having dif- 


ficulties. At least one student was dismiss- 
ed for failure to do assignments. 

Homesickness was another problem. 
Bunnell cited the case ofa Danish girl who 
left last week out of loneliness. ‘‘She 
toughed it out for all but 10 days,’’ Bunnell 
said. She was an honors student, receiving 
the highest grade, a six, in both her 
courses, but she was too homesick to stay. 
“T guess she cried herself to sleep every 
night.”’ 

As for mischief Bunnell talked about a 
“beautiful case of drinking, a nice honest 
case of drinking.’’ Five students, he said, 
chipped in to buy a bottle of vodka and a 
bottle of orange juice. They poured the 
mixture into an empty Pepsi bottle, iced it 
and sat in front of a dorm passing it 
around. 

‘It was an ideal thing for someone to be 
drinking on a hot day, it seemed to me,” 
Bunnell said, “‘if they were of age.’ A 
house counsellor passing with a paper cup 
asked for some of the mixture. The 
students complied, were caught and plac- 
ed on probation.

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The selectmen are considering taxing 
the reception facilities of the Christian 
Formation Center. 

At the request of Selectman Norma 
Gammon, Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark will discuss the matter with the of- 
ficials of the center, the town assessor and 
if necessary legal counsel, and make a 
recommendation to the board in six to 
eight weeks. 

Gammon raised the issue, she said, 
because of complaints from the Sheraton 
Rolling Green Motel, Indian Ridge Coun- 
try Club and the Andover Inn, all taxpay- 
ing businesses which must compete with 
the Christian Formation Center. 

Gammon said that according to town

Earlier this year, Selectman Susan T.

She said in a 
telephone interview at that time that she 
questioned the propriety of renting the 
tax-exempt facility for parties and recep- 
tions. 

The question to be answered, Clark said, 
is to what extent the center has com- 
promised its tax exempt status by leasing 
its facility for non-tax-exempt uses.

Selectmen, the planning board and even 
the owner, Yvon Cormier, seem interested 
in keeping the Andover Country Club golf 
course running for a long time. 

Selectmen voiced their interest Monday 
night, when they discussed a letter from 
Roger W. Collins, 125 Argilla Road, 
suggesting a committee to study turning 
the country club into a municipal golf 
course.

Building Permit Doesn’t 
Guarantee Donuts 


The Shawsheen Square Dunkin’ Donut 
shop, so far just a set of plans and a 
building permit, was denounced Monday 
night by Dr. Edmund R. Melucci, 4 Ken- 
sington St., as being dangerous to public 
safety, the tax base and the integrity of a 
historic site. 

Melucci told selectmen the proposed 
shop would increase traffic in Shawsheen 
Square where three pedestrians have been 
killed in traffic accidents. He said the shop 
would be inconsistent with the historic 
nature of Shawsheen Square, a model city 
project, and would speed the square’s 
deterioration. ‘‘And if Shawsheen goes 
down hill,’’ Melucci said, ‘‘it will reduce 
the tax base.” 

He also pointed out that the building per- 


mit issued for the proposed donut shop last 
Thursday does not entitle the owner to sell 
donuts there. A common victuallers 
license is also necessary and must be ap- 
proved by the board of selectmen. 

Melucci also said selectmen could deny 
the license if ‘‘in the opinion of the board 
of selectmen the public good does not re- 
quire it.”’ 

Building inspector William Meins, who 
issued the building permit, said Tuesday 
that the building proposed to house the 
donut shop meets zoning, parking and 
state building codes. The 88-foot by 19- 
foot, one-story block structure would seat 
21. Seven parking spaces would be needed, 
one for every three seats, as per the town 
bylaws, Meins said. Two more would be 


needed for employees. 

The seats would he stools at a winding 
counter, and there would be a separate 
counter for take-out orders, according to 
the plan submitted to the building inspec- 
tor. 

On July 2, representatives of the 
Friends of Shawsheen tried to present 


arguments against the building of the 
donut shop, but selectmen would not hear 
them. According to Town Manager Jared 
S. A. Clark, an applicant for a permit has 
the right to be heard without prejudice.” 

Selectman James Abramson suggested 
that allowing Melucci’s remarks might be 
interpreted as prejudicing the board, and

Other studies are in progress, such as projected 
enrollments, use of present school structures, etc. 

We are mindful that the building committee is com- 
posed of a group of dedicated people volunteering their 
time to the town in an effort to come up with what they 
consider a program to meet the needs of the community 


for many years. 

Quite possibly, as we reach this point in late summer, 
the membership will be prepared to get on with the task 
before it and meet in more regular fashion. 

With the exception of Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark, under whose direction the building program is to 
proceed, there has been little information forthcoming 
from the building committee. 

Hopefully, beginning with tonight’s session that will 
change, and the townspeople will once again be ap- 
praised of the direction in which the building program is 
going. 

It was our contention last spring that the project was 
too confusing to be presented to town meeting for a vote 
at that time. 

We were reminded that continued postponement of 
the program would only result in adding to the total 
cost. But, we felt a little more time spent in getting the 
secondary school housing and proposed auditorium in 
more understandable and generally acceptable shape 
was advantageous. 

It is now imperative, however, that the planning 
process get going, and as soon as tonight would be 
beneficial. 


An Assist To 
North Reading 


Now that all the facts are in, it would appear that An- 
dover may well be supplying water to North Reading. 

It is a logical move. 

North Reading is faced with water supply problems, 
due to contamination and pollution in its wells. After 
considerable study, it appears the only feasible solution 
is to call on Andover to produce an adequate supply for 
its neighbor. 

Andover has been already supplying water to North 
Reading for some time on an emergency basis. 

North Reading is in a unique situation, in that An- 
dover would appear to be the only adequate solution to 
its long range problem of having adequate water. 

Other nearby towns which have drafted from Andover 
in times of emergency, such as Tewksbury, Lawrence, 
North Andover, can solve their problems, if they should 
arise, through construction of treatment plants to draft 
from the Merrimack. 


Down The Years 


North Reading can’t tap any other supply. 

Therefore, Andover’s adequate water treatment 
facility is the logical direction in which to move. 

If North Reading voters approve going in this direc- 
tion at their Aug. 20 town meeting, negotiations 
between the two towns will go forward. 

Among the items on the negotiation agenda, we are 
sure, will be the cost of supplying the water to the 
neighboring town. An independent study will be made to 
determine the actual cost of producing the water for 
North Reading, then a price set. 

We would suggest that the cost would be lower than 
the present price of $1.03 per 100 cubic feet. Andover 
users pay 81 cents per 100 cubic feet. 

We think that in addition to being neighborly by agree- 
ing to assist in the solving of North Reading’s problems, 
it might also be nice to be sure our neighbors aren’t be- 
ing hit by heavy expenses in the process.

By Jack Anderson 
and Joe Spear 
WASHINGTON -- The 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, at the insistence 
of Sen. George McGovern, 
D-S.D., has been quietly 
investigating the activities 
of foreign spies in this coun- 
try. The preliminary report, 


stamped ‘Top-Secret -- 
Sensitive,” has been locked 
in a safe. 

Nevertheless, we have 
obtained a copy. It describes 
criminal acts by agents 
from Chile, Iran under the 
shah, the Philippines, 
Taiwan, Yugoslavia and 


Russia. These acts ranged 
from wiretapping to assassi- 
nations. ; 

The report's general con- 
clusion did not come as a 
surprise. We have _ been 
reporting on these illegal 
Spy operations for years. 
But there was one big 
surprise: The Soviet KGB 
was given a relatively clean 
bill of health. 

At first, the FBI sent the 
committee a secret report 
alleging that the KGB 
engages in illegal terror tac- 
tics here. ‘Acts of harass- 
ment, intimidation and sur- 
veillance directed against 
persons within the geograph- 
ic confines of the U.S.,” said 
the FBI report, ‘‘have 
occurred with alarming 
regularity since the 1940's 
and have continued to 
broaden in scope to this very 
day.” 

The general counsel of the 
Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, Michael Glennon, 
demanded details. But the 
FBI could come up with only 
one example. A KGB agent 
allegedly had brought pres-

sure on a Soviet Jew in 
America to publish some 
anti-Zionist material. He 
was threatened with retalia- 
tion against his family in 
Russia. 

The committee pressed 
for more examples. In a 
revised report, the FBI 
Stated: “Concerning the 
Soviet Union, no documents 
are being furnished, as we 
have none that contain the 
information that the 
(committee) is seeking.” 

The Central Intelligence 
Agency also could provide 
no examples of Soviet abuse 
in this country. 

“This absence of informa- 
tion,’ the committee 
concluded, ‘suggests a 
strong probability that the 
Soviets engage in few if any 
such (harassment) activities 
in the United States.” 

DEVOUT PRESIDENT: 
President Carter's Sunday 
night sermon, a few weeks 
ago, about the moral crisis 
in America was no political 
ploy. Sources close to Carter 
tell us he is genuinely con- 
cerned about America’s 
declining morals. 

As a “born again” Chris- 
tian, he studies the scrip- 
tures and prays for divine 
guidance. He once told us 
that he prays in the Oval 
Office at least a dozen times 
a day. He has also started 
lecturing his subordinates on 
morality. 

A few days ago, for exam- 
ple, the president conferred 
behind closed doors with 
Commerce Secretary Juani- 
ta Kreps. Suddenly, Carter 
got off government subjects 
and began lecturing her on 
the sad state of Christianity 
in the United States. 


The president became 
animated. His voice picked 
up an evangelical ring. He 
began to sound like a South- 
ern preacher. He _ intoned 
solemnly that American 
family life is unraveling, 
that it needs spiritual 
rejuvenation. 

Rosalynn Carter, sitting 
nearby, nodded in agree- 
ment. Our sources say Sec- 
retary Kreps was flabber- 
gasted over the Sunday 
School lesson and left the 
meeting perplexed. 

WATCH ON WASTE: Nine 
years ago, the National Sci- 
ence Foundation awarded a 
college professor more than 
half a million dollars to 
determine why industrial 
grinding wheels deteriorate. 
He has finally come up with 
an interesting conclusion. 

The professor found that 
when molten, metals are 
used to make _ industrial 
equipment, rough edges are 
sometimes left. These rough 
spots are then removed by 
grinding. The wheels used to 
smooth out the bumps are 
composed of small bits of 
rock, bound together by a 
chemical compound. 

The professor further 
reported that little rock 
chips break off in the grind- 
ing process. After enough 
break off, there is nothing 
left of the wheel. 

And that is why industrial 
grinding wheels deteriorate.

Junior High ought to be replaced, Robb 
said, and he called replacement the ‘‘most 
economical way to handle the problem.”’ 
He told selectmen and the school com- 


mittee that he had taught under both the 6- 
2-4 and the 6-3-3 grade divisions, and did 
not support one in particular. The deci- 
sion, he said, should be based on what will 
work overall ‘‘this year and five years 
from now.” If it looks like more space will 
be needed in five years, Robb said he was 
in favor of building it now and putting it in 
“cold storage’ until it is needed. 

He stressed the importance of deter- 
mining enrollment trends. ‘‘We’ve been 
surprised in the past,’’ he said. Robb serv- 
ed on the Declining Enrollment Com- 
mittee. 

Robb gave the administration of the 
schools a “high rating’? and said he 
thought it was the school committee’s job 
to set the guidelines in which the 
superintendent works. School committee 
control over budget and finance should be 
tighter than over other areas, Robb said. 

He suggested getting staff input to plan 
curriculum long-range, and to develop 
through the curriculum a sense of com- 
munity responsibility among students. His 
reaction to vandalism in town was ‘‘What 
could we be doing that we’re not doing 
now?” 

Although noting a ‘‘back to basics’ 
educational trend, Robb said he did not 
want Andover schools to lose some of their 
special programs. ‘‘I’d hate to see An- 
dover just meet the minimum re- 
quirements of the State of 


Daniel Webster, the 


Massachusetts,’’ he said. If programs 
have to be cut because of budget reduc- 
tions, he said he would decide what should 
go by how many students would be 
affected by the cut. But, he Said, he would 
not cut away just ‘‘frills’’ because many 
persons define frills as “things I’m not in- 
terested in.’’ Program content for a quali- 
ty education was a personal judgement, 
and he would defend his decisions, Robb 
Said. 

Selectman Norma Gammon asked Robb 
if he had the spare time to devote to the 
school committee job. He said he did, 
though as recently as a year ago his career 
demands were too high to allow it. He said 
that after completing business trips in 
August, he would not be away on business 
until Thanksgiving and then again at 
Christmas. 

School Committeeman John Eaton ask- 
ed if Robb was sure he had the time to 
devote, noting that Robb had missed 
‘several’ declining enrollment com- 
mittee meetings. Robb said he was sure 
and that he remembered missing only one 
meeting. 

Selectman Susan T, Poore asked if Robb 
would be embarrassed to have to “appear 
to grope’’ for answers publicly while mak- 
ing school committee decisions. Robb said 
he would not mind, calling the process 
“the honest way to do it.’’ 

Only two of the five candidates for the 
school committee seat were nominated, 
Robb and Joseph Baglio. The joint board 
voted six to three for Robb and four to five 
against Baglio, with School Committee 
Chairman Elaine Viehmann voting in 
favor of both men. 

The other candidates were Edward 
Kaufman, Richard Neal and Stanley J. 


Wrobel, Jr. 

Robb’s term ends with next spring’s 
election. The seat was left open when 
Kolaski resigned in June to accept a Hous- 


ing and Urban Development post in Rhode 
Island.
